Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Gilbert and McFadden 
patents fail to teach each limitation of claim 1 1 . The Examiner disagrees with this argument. Gilbert teaches a portable computer with a 
main housing, and a keyboard display associated with the main housing (see item 14 of figure 3). Gilbert also discloses an ultrasound 
transducer assembly associated with the portable computer (see item labeled 12 in figure 3). McFadden teaches an ultrasound 
transducer assembly for use with needle procedures comprising a data connecter and a mechanical connector (see lines 22-59 of 
column 2). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to modify the system of 
Gilbert with the teachings of McFadden such the the transducer assembly is the transducer assembly of McFadden. One of ordinary skill 
in the art would have been motivated to make such modification in order to conduct ultrasound needle procedures such as HIV/AIDS 
testing, as suggested by McFaddedn, at any location using a portable computer. 
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
